New law changes adoption requirements 


at Elba Animal Shelter beginning July 1st’

Elba’s animal control officer, 
George Homyak, enjoys work- 
ing to find adoptive homes for 
the the dogs brought to his shel- 
ter, but he fears an upcoming 
change might make it harder to 
find people willing to adopt. 

A new law relating to the ster- 
ilization of dogs and cats was 
passed by the state legislature 
and signed by the governor ear- 
lier this'year. It takes effect July 
lst and will have a direct impact 
on the adoptive process from the 
Elba Animal Shelter. 

“I have mixed emotions,” 
Homyak said. 

Basically, the law. requires 
that any dog adopted from the 
animal shelter has to be: steril- 
ized within ‘30-days after the 
adoption. If the dog isa puppy, 
Homyak said the owner has up

to. 30-days after the animal 
reaches the age of sexual matu- 
rity (approximately 180 days 
after birth). 

This law also includes cats, 
but Homyak said the Elba ani- 
mal shelter does not handle 
adoptions for cats. 

Homyak. said the person 
acquiring the animal will sign a 
written agreement guarantecing 
sterilization will be performed 
by a licensed veterinarian within 
30-days after the acquisition or 
30 days of sexual maturity, All 
costs of the sterilization will be 
the responsibility of the person 
acquiring the animal, and the 
person will present a signed 
statement from the licensed vet- 
erinarian indicating the proce- 
dure has been completed. 

Failure to comply with this 
act could lead to a misdemeanor 
ae and upon ee the 
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Elba’s animal control officer George ‘Homyak re remains Sherimit: 
ted to his'department’s adoption program. While he worries about 
the effects of the new law on the program, Homyak said he will'con- 
tinue to work to find adoptive homes for the animals. He also 
encourages those interested in adopting to do so before July Ist. As 
of Monday, June 19, there were just over 30 dogs and/or puppies 
available for adoption at the Elba animal control shelter,

“After a busi- 
ness has held unclaimed proper- 
ty for a number of years set by 
law, they turn it over to the state 
treasury and we hold it until

person shall be subject to a fine 
of a minimum of $50 and not to 
exceed a fine of $200. 

According to Homyak, there 
is, however, an exception to the 
rule. He said the requirements of 
the act do not apply to any pri- 
vately owned animal in posses- 
sion of the shelter. In other 
words, he said an animal picked 
up in town because the owner is 
not following the local leash law 
will not be subject to the new 
sterilization law. 

When the owner comes to 
retrieve his/her dog, Homyak 
said evidence of. prior owner- 
ship. should be presented to 
exempt the owner from the new 
law. However, he reminds own- 
ers there is, according to the 
leash law requirements, a $25 
fine to retrieve the animal from 
the ‘shelter. To. avoid being 
picked up by the animal control 
officer, owners within the city 
limits: should keep their dog 
either fenced in or on a chain of 
atleast 10 feet:

While it is no secret the weath 
er has created dry conditions for 
the area, Jordan said many 
woods and grass fires are caused 
because citizens do not stop and 
think about the situation before 
they act. For example, he said 
many beside-the-road grass fires 
are started accidentally after a 
motorist throws Out a Cigarette or 
other smoking product.

I know high school sports 
is important and that the players need an off-season program to be 
successful. However, the kids also need a life and I am afraid that 
unless changes are made many will make a choice between one and 
the other in the years to come, and the loser may be the school. 

*** In closing,... The youth baseball and softball regular seasons 
may. be over, but for many boys and girls in Elba and the surround- 
ing area the summer is just now getting going. Elba will have eight.

Tragic accident claims one

Tragedy struck as the result of 
a one-yehicle accident in Coffee 
County: near the Zion Chapel 
community late last week. 

Emergency personnel 
responded to the scene of the 
one-vehicle accident: along 
Alabama Highway 87 North just 
above. Mile Marker 46 at 
approximately 6:24 a.m. last 
Thursday morning, June 22. 
Upon arrival they found the 
vehicle's lone occupant and 
driver,’ William Gourley of 
Prattville, Ala.; was fatally 
injured. 

Coffee County Coroner (Elba 


Ta Tee 
sid Gourley most likely died on 
impact due to blunt force trau- 
ma, He said the accident seem- 
ingly occurred some time during 
the previous night, and the 
wrecked vehicle was not noticed 
until after daylight: 


MciLwain said the vehicle 
apparently left the roadway and 
struck a tree; Due to the loca- 
tion, he ‘said. it was hard to see 
the vehicle at night. 

MclILwain’ said the accident 
scene was first discovered by a 
garbage collection crew. He said 
they. went to a nearby. conven- 
ience store, and authorities were 
notified from there. 

MciLwain. .said Gourley 
served as a delivery person for a 
pharmaceutical drug company 
and his last known whereabouts 
was when-he madea delivery to 
the Elba Nursing Home. 

The accident was investigated 
by the Alabama State. Troopers 
office along with the assistance 
of the Coffee County  Sheriff’s 
Department . and’ . District 
Attorney’s office. Also respond- 
ing was. McliLwain, ‘Coffee 
County EMS, ‘and’ the Zion 
Chapel and Elba Volunteer Fire 
Departments:

Mixson said there are lost of 
elderly citizens in his area of the 
county, and. they are scaréd. 
More particularly, he said they 
are worried about the amount of 
time it takes for medical emer- 
gency response to reach them in 
time of need. 

Mixson said in the past emer- 
gency response has come from 
Elba, and he said it simply takes 
too long for the response to get 
there. He spoke of a time. his 
wife needed medical attention 
and said if he had dialed 911 and 
waited for response his wife 
would not have made it. 

“What I would have like. to 
happen was. for-me to pick up 
the phone and dial 911,” Mixson 
said. “I’couldn’t. We didn’t have 
the time.” 

Mixson said.he has: nothing 
but Jove and respect for the 
medical emergency responders 
in Elba. He said he did not want 
anyone to think he had anything 
against those responders, 
Instead; he said his concern is 
the amount of time it takes 
responders to: get from Elba to 
his part of the county.
